SCHOOL HAS 


HOTEL ROOM crosep FOR 


Constant brooding over physical 
disabilities, as well as financial trou- 
bles, impelled Arthur W. Glidden, 


half owner of ‘the Hotel Richelieu, lo- 
cated at 1712 Macdonald avenue, to 
end his Ifie early yesterday morning. 
The act of self homfcidé was accom- 
plished with a 82 caliber revolver, 
which was firmly clutched in his lef@ 
hand when officials and _ friends 
gained entrance to his room through 
means of a window. The shot en- 
tered the left temple, and brought 
about death immediately. 

The exact time of the suicide is 
not known to the authorities, but 
Miss Alice Hornberger, cook in the 
hotel, has stated she thought she 
heard a shot about 4 o'clock yester- 
day morning, but thinking the noise 
only a hallucination, she lapsed back 
into sleep again. 

Shortly after 6 o’clock yesterday, 

when Glidden did not show up for 
breakfast at the customary time, 
Miss Hornberger went to his room 
to call him, rapping loudly on the 
door. There was no response. 
“ Becoming alarmed, she tried to 
open the door, but found it was 
locked on the inside. ‘Then positive 
that all was not right, she went out- 
pide adhd “peered in; the window of 
the room of the dead man, which 
was on the bottom floor. She saw 
Glidden stretched out on the bed, 
bathed in his own blood, with the 
revolver clutched between his life- 
less fingers. Immediately she called 
Officer Jennings and the peace guar- 
dian and a number of others forced 
their way into the room through the 
window. 

The deceased left no note, and the 
real motive for his act will forever 
remain a mystery. 

Of late Glidden had brooded over 
his physical disabilities, resulting 
from his advanced age. He was 59 
years old last March. He had been 
in ill health for some time, and of 
late had not been in his usual cheery 
frame of mind, although he never 
intimated that he would take his own 
life. 

Glidden is also declared to have 
been in financial straits, and was 
constantly worrying over business af- 
fairs. 

He was im partnership in the hotel 
with his brother, C. N. Glidden, who 
is prostrated with grtef over the af- 
fair. 

The decedent was a native of New 
Hampshire. He had been in Califor- 
nia six years and tn Ri ond two 
years.

A SENSIBLE SALOON KEEPER 


Up in Weed, which is in the county of Siskiyou, dvtells a very 
sensible saloon keeper, although if he would continue his campaign 
still further he would display still more acumen. The saloon keeper 
referred to has caused the arrest of a blind pigger in that town, and 
he has offered to prove that the charges are true. Of course it may be 
argued that the liquor dealer was influenced by the fact that he was 
paying a license and the other fellow was not, but few men have the 
nerve to act even under those circumstances that we give credit to 
the one that at least displayed some courage. 

As we have several times pointed out in these columns, the saloon 
keepers by their weakness and pucilanamous conduct are their own 
worse enemies. They row when members of their business are vio- 
lating the law. But do they ever move to prosecute him? Do they 
make the slightest effort to see that the law is enforced? Do they 
stand forth as the champions of law and order and insist that their 
business shall be conducted as it should be? Every man in the busi- 
ness knows that they. do not. 

And what is the result? The worse saloons are picked out and 
held up for general execration and denunciation, and every man who 
tries to run his business decently suffers. Is there a saloon keeper 
who will read this deny what we are saying? Is there one who can 
point to a single conviction of a disreputable saloon keeper by one of 
his fellow craftsmen? If not, why not? 

We are not opposed to those saloon keepers who try to conduct 
their business decently, but we are opposed to those who do not, and 
the decent men suffer for the disreputable, and while they admit that 
fact, they lack the courage and nerve to put the disreputables out of 
business, and to make their business what it should be, and because 
they lack that nerve, and because they will not insist that their busi- 
ness should be respectable as it ean be if they will make it so, they are 
in great danger of having no business at all. The people of the state 
are getting very tired of the disreputables and if the saloon men will 
not drive them out of the business, it is greatly to be feared that the 


people will cloge. out the good and bad with one general prohibition 
amendment. 


THE ADVICE OF THE NEWS AGAIN FOLLOWED 


We note that once more the advice of the News is being followed. 
So often since this paper was started has that compliment been paid 


wisdom directed, and that we have but anticipated in print what the 
verdict of the people would be were they asked to give it.

It is therefore as emphasising our 
faith in THE PEOPLE that we rejoice to see the plan to elect fifteen 
freeholders to frame the new charter, and we shall watch the growth. 
of the new constitution of this municipality with the deepest interest. 

As it is framed we shall from day to day discuss its good and bad | 
points and we urge the people to give it their attention, to do their | 
kitking before it is finally submitted to them for their ratification at | 
the polls, and to point out from day to day as the various measures 
are discussed, wherein the plans as the freeholders suggest are good or 
bad. Let us have a full discussion and no star chamber proceedings, 
Let the people frame their own charter.
